_ Lenten resolutions often seem to 
include actions chat improve rela- 
tionships — with God, others, self. 
A first novel by Joseph Caldwell, In 
Such Dark Places, features rela- 
tionship problems. Eugene McNiv- 
en, a photographer, is the observing 
eye of life and death events. He fur- 
ther distances himself — refuses re- 
lationships, satisfies himself with ex- 
ploitation — in the technical pro- 
cesses of the darkroom. His life on 
the Lower East Side of Manhattan is 
an extension of the shadowy memo- 
ries he has of his growing up years in 
Atlantis, lowa. . 

The novel begins with a Good Fri- 
day procession winding through city 
streets, destined to end in the 
Golgotha of a junkyard across from 
the neighborhood A&P. A purple- 
bathrobed Christ carries his cross, 
followed by self-conscious Citizens 
of the City, hymn-singing Daugh- 
ters of Jerusalem, and costumed Ro- 
man soldiers thrashing their whips.

Caldwell's style lends itself to his 
story.
